QUIT UNDER FIRE. 

It was learned yesterday that Dr. 
J. A. Freudenberg served as an in- 
terne at the South Chicago hospital 
and resigned from that institution 
when suspicion was directed against 
him in connection with the disappear- 
ance of a diamond ring from the finger 
of a young woman who had attempted 
suicide and who was treated by Freu- 
denberg while unconscious. 
Members of the staff of the hospital 
remember him well. He was disliked, 
they said, because of his practice in 
collecting fees from accident patients 
brought to the institution. A staff doc- 
tor was supposed to be called whenever 
a patient was ught in, but instead 
of doing that, those at the hospital say, 
Freudenberg treated the patients him- 
self and then. collected a fee.. He 
spent little, and was called “ the miser . 
by those at the institution. 
W hen the suicide victim was brought 
to the hospital, Freudenberg, it is said, 
followed his ¢ustom of giving her med- 
ical assistance, instead of summoning 
the doctor on duty. When the young 
woman was revived she missed her dia- 
mond ring. Hospital attendants remem- 
bered seeing it on her finger when she 
was brought in. Dm Freudenberg was 
questioned, but denied.any knowledge 
of the gem. He resented the imputa- 
tion that he was in any way. involved, 
and offered his resignation.

HINTS OF TRIAL | 
OF EX-EMPEROR, | 
HE BEING ABSENT 


MANCHESTER, England, Jaan. 10. 
—The Manchester Guardian today 
hints that a solution of the difficulty 
with regard to the trial of ‘the former 
German emperor will be found. 

“The ex-Kaiser will be summoned to 
trial before an allied commission and 
if he does not answer—it is possible 
he may not—he will be tried in his ab- 
sence,” the newspaper says.

fest to the world by the testimony of 
witnesses, including Germans, his cor- 
respondence, and other documents.

.The only unusual feature about a 
stneco house is the fact that it is cov- 
ered with plaster, which may be 
smooth, rough, or “ dashed ” with small 
fragménts of marble, or granite, or 
with pebbles. Thus one material gives 
the home builder a wide choice of ex- 
‘terior appearances. The stucco is put 
on over any of the standard building 
materials—brick, hollow tile; concrete 
blocks, or frame. Over fhe concrete 
block or hollow tile it is applied direct- 
ly to the rough surfaces of these mate- 
rials; over brick or frame it is put onto 
wood or metal lath or expanded metal. 

On the first floor of this house are 
living and dining rooms and kitchen: 
on the second floor are two bedrooms 
and the bathroem. The living room is 
of the size that is popular now, extend- 
ing across the front of the house. Its 
dimensions are 21% feet by 12 feet, 
with an open stairway at one end and a 
fireplace at the other, The dining room 
is square, 12x12 feet, and. has a bay 
window with a seat under the -+triple 
windows and a built-in buffet. The 
kitchen,. 8% feet by 12% feet, is 
equipped so that the work can be done

Tas Cricaco Trisune of Dec. 28 tab- 
ulated ninety-one deaths from wood alco- 
hol poisoning occurring since Christmas 
in thirteen cities and towns, and twenty- 
four perepns becoming blind in two other 
cities. Dr. W. C. Woodward, health com- 
missioner of Boston, says: 

“The physiological action of wood al- 
cohol differs from that of grain alcohol 
in that the coma persists for longer 


periods. 

“While in the body wood alcoho! is 
oxidized to form formic acid. This ts 
éliminated as sodium formate, a slower 
poigon than the alcohol, and secreted so 
slowly that small repeated doses overlap 
each other with a cumulative effect. Its 
exhilarating effect ts quickly followed by 
vertigo, vomiting, headache, dilated pu- 
pila, regen coma, and death, or tf re- 
covery place there is, dafiger of 
more ‘or less blin@ness. Blindness has 
followed the taking.of five teaspoonfuls 
of wood alcohol. Less than half a pint 
has proved fatal.”

The Encyclopedia Brittanica says of 
graim aicohol: “ The poison primarily 
affects the cerebral lobes (the brain). 

“ The effects are felt principally by the 
nervous system. The effect on the heart 
is secondary to the effect on the nervous 
system. Though increasing the feeling of 
heat it reduces the temperature of the 
body. This is because it sends an extra 
amount of blood to the skin and this 
causes the nerves of the skin to register 
warmth, but at the same time it increases 
the foss of heat by the skin and thus re- 
duces temperature.” 

On account of its close relationship to 
chloroform and ether, we expect alcoho! 
to produte coma. This expectation is not 
disappointed. The man who is dead drunk 
is in a condition of coma not very dif- 

ferent from the coma produced by chlo- 
roform or ether. Death from acute al- 
coholism generally follows deep coma. 
Nor is the death rate. from, acute alco- 
holic poisoning low. In 1899 in England 
and Wales the rate was 11.2 among men

Public 
confidence In the output of any commission so constituted 
cannot fail to bé much less than where nonpartisan, pri- ~ 
vate citizens are in the majority. If the appointing power, — 
namely, the mayor and the council, are truly. friends of 
zoning they will seé to it that this disturbing quality of 
a political complexion, verified by the experience of other 
cities and the testimony of competenf’ authority, is not 
cast—as a destroying burden—upon the Chicago zoning 
commission. 

All the more so should they regard this special charge 
upon them when they realize that a commission composed 
largely of men in\ public life is not only not necessary, 
but is entirely unrelated to the special service calle! for, 

First, a commission containing from six to eight ald»rmen 
would bring in proposed ordinances which the same men _ 
sitting as aldermen would vote upon. Such procedure is 
hardly In harmony with the best traditions of American 
political theory. Secondly, the service of the commission is 
purely investigative, not legislative, and the council itself 
must pass the ordinance which the commission recom: 
mends. 

Consequently, there is no usurpation by the commission 
of the proper functions of the councilmen. Third, in the 
very naturé of a councilman’s special knowledge of his 
own ward, its needs and its people, he is comparatively 

disqualified for an_ absolutely unbiased, comprehensive . 
viewpoint of the city’s needs as a whole which will be 
entirely fair to al} other jocalitieg within the city limits. 
While the two services are not utterly inconsistent in 
theory, nevertheless, a good alderman will always serve 
his own people.

N the other hand, there is good ground for both . 
aldermen and administration representatives being 
upon the commission, so long as that representation 
does not destroy the “private citizen” character of the .
